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PREFATORY  NOTE. 


To  answer  the  growing  demand  for  a  permanent  printed  List  of  additions  to  the  Library, 
the  Board  of  Directors  have  determined  to  issue  a  quarterly  Bulletin,  to  contain  the  titles  of  all 
volumes  added  to  the  Library  during  the  preceding  quarter,  arranged  according  to  the  system 
adopted  by  the  Library  for  the  classification  upon  the  shelves.  This  method  will  familiarize  the 
members  with  the  system,  in  addition  to  which,  an  explanation  of  its  plan  by  the  Librarian, 
follows  the  list  of  books  in  the  present  issue.  This  being  the  initial  number,  it  was  deemed 
proper  to  include  all  books  added  to  the  Library  since  January  ist,  1882.  The  Bulletin  will 
contain,  beside  the  matter  for  which  it  is  primarily  issued,  such  notes  on  Library  economy  and 
books,  as  may  be  germain  to  its  objects  ;  and  the  price  charged  for  each  number  will  be  merely 
sufficient  to  insure  its  reaching  those  who  will  appreciate  it. 


MERCANTILE  LIBRARY. 

A  SKETCH  OF  ONE  OF  PHILADELPHIA’S  POPULAR  INSTITUTIONS.

TPIE  Mercantile  Library  is,  probably,  the  most  popular  institution  pertaining  to  literature  in  this  city,  owing, 
in  a  great  measure,  to  the  large  percentage  of  volumes  of  light  literature  to  be  found  on  its  shelves. 
Although  90  years  younger  than  the  Philadelphia  Library,  it  has,  in  this  respect,  far  outstripped  its  older  and 
more  conservative  neighbor.  For  many  years  the  Mercantile  Library  was  inclined  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of 
its  older  brother,  and  not  seek  popularity  and  the  increased  patronage  of  the  reading  public;  but  in  1863  new  life 
was  instilled  into  it.  and,  by  the  duplication  of  its  stock  and  the  large  increase  in  its  number  of  members,  its 
receipts  jumped  from  #15,979.70  in  that  year  to  #21,921.65  in  1864,  which  enabled  the  purchase  of  nearly 
5,000  more  volumes  of  reading  matter.  Yearly  thereafter  its  receipts,  with  occasional  fluctuations,  continued 
to  increase,  until,  in  1869,  they  reached  a  culminating  point  of  #52,978.66.  Since  that  time  the  receipts  have 
been  falling  off  somewhat  from  year  to  year,  but  the  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library  has  been  steadily 
increasing  under  a  regime  of  decreased  expenses,  until  at  the  end  of  the  past  year  they  reached  I43>r35 

volumes,  with  a  yearly  circulation  among  the  subscribers  of  153,180. 

The  first  meeting  with  a  view  to  the  establishment  of  the  Mercantile  Library,  was  held  in  the  Masonic 
Hall,  on  the  loth  of  November,  1821.  From  this  meeting  emanated  a  public  notice  inviting  merchants, 
merchants’-clerks,  and  others  friendly  to  the  formation  of  a  “  Mercantile  Library  Association,”  to  njeet  at  the 
Mayor’s  Court-room  on  the  17th  of  the  same  month.  At  this  meeting  a  Committee,  of  which  Robert  Wain 
was  Chairman,  was  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  a  constitution  at  a  subsequent  meeting.  The  constitution 
was  adopted  at  an  adjourned  meeting  held  on  the  1st  of  December,  1821,  and  the  election  for  a  Board  of 
Directors  took  place  at  the  Merchants’  Coffee  House,  on  Second  Street,  near  Walnut,  on  the  10th  of  January, 
1822,  at  which  upwards  of  300  members  voted.  The  first  Board  of  Directors  was  composed  of  Joseph  P. 
Norris,  Robert  Wain,  Langdon  Cheves,  Bernard  Dahlgren,  Thomas  Biddle,  William  Chaloner,  William  M. 
Walmsley,  William  L.  Hodge,  Caleb  Newbold,  Jr.,  William  H.  Jones,  William  E.  Bowen,  John  M.  Atwood, 
Nicholas  Thouron,  and  Joseph  H.  Dulles,  Treasurer.  Robert  Wain  was  the  first  President  of  the  Company. 
The  terms  of  membership  were  an  initiation  fee  of  #3,  and  a  semi-annual  tax  of  #1.  These  terms  were 
varied  subsequently  as  the  value  of  the  library  and  expense  of  sustaining  it  were  increased. 

The  Board  of  Directors  was  organized  on  the  14th  of  January,  and  on  the  19th  the  rooms  of  the  second 
story  of  Robert  Winebrenner’s  store,  No.  100  Chestnut  Street,  were  engaged  at  a  rent  of  #150  yearly,  and 
Daniel  Culver  was  appointed  Librarian,  at  a  salary  of  #100,  the  Library  to  be  kept  open  every  evening 
except  Sunday.”  The  committee  charged  with  the  selection  and  purchase  of  books  had,  in  the  course  of  a 
year,  succeeded  so  as  to  publish  quite  a  respectable  catalogue,  to  which  a  supplement  was  not  long  after

added.  This  committee  (Messrs.  Atwood,  Dulles  and  Walmsley)  continued  to  serve  acceptably  for  sixteen 
years.  The  Library  was  formally  opened  for  use  on  March  5th,  1822.  In  1824  the  Library  contained  1,500 
volumes,  there  being  380  members. 

In  1826  it  was  concluded  to  resolve  the  Association  into  a  joint-stock  company,  divided  into  300  shares 
at  $10  each,  subject  to  the  annual  payment  of  $1  each.  At  this  time  the  debts,  books  and  furniture  of  the 
Association  were  valued  at  $3,000.  In  1829  the  directors  were  authorized  to  increase  the  issue  of  stock  by 
200  shares,  making  500  in  all.  In  1826  the  Library  was  removed  to  the  second  story  of  the  building  at  the 
northwest  corner  of  Fifth  and  Chestnut  Streets,  and  Hiram  Ayres  appointed  librarian.  These  quarters  were 
soon  found  to  be  inadequate  to  accommodate  the  increase  of  the  library,  and  on  October  1st,  1827,  it  was 
removed  to  larger  rooms  in  the  building  of  the  American  Sunday-school  Union,  No.  144  Chestnut  Street, 
west  of  the  present  Public  Ledger  building,  and  a  new  catalogue,  comprising  2,118  volumes,  published. 
With  a  view  to  the  improvement  of  the  members,  a  series  of  lectures  on  mercantile  law  were  delivered  by  a 
number  of  gentlemen  of  the  bar,  commencing  in  1827,  and  continuing  for  many  years,  which  were  followed 
by  lectures  at  Musical  Fund  Hall  by  eminent  public  men  of  the  country,  “to  impart  information  and  solid 
instruction  to  business  men.”  In  1832  the  library  contained  3,812  volumes. 

In  1832  it  was  proposed  to  purchase  the  Adelphi  buildings  for  $15,000,  but  it  was  found  that  the  charter 
of  the  company  did  not  empower  it  to  hold  real  estate.  In  1835  *he  Library  was  removed  to  135  Chestnut 
Street,  in  a  portion  of  the  building  now  occupied  as  the  Post-office,  where  ample  and  well-ventilated  rooms 
were  enjoyed. .  James  Cox  became  Librarian  in  July,  1830,  and  continued  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
position  up  to  1850,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  A.  McElroy,  who  was  in  turn  succeeded  in  1855  by  Seth  C. 
Brace,  who  was  in  turn  succeeded  in  1856  by  John  Edmands,  who  still  continues  the  Librarian.  In  1840 
the  company  comprised  600  stockholders,  148  contributing  members  and  11  life  subscribers,  and  the  number 
of  volumes  was  upwards  of  6,000. 

In  1844,  the  site  of  the  building  at  corner  of  Fifth  and  Library  streets  was  purchased  of  the  heirs 
of  Dr.  James  Gallagher  and  the  Philadelphia  Dispensary.  The  same  year  the  new  building  was  begun, 
and  in  1845  was  completed  at  a  cost  of  $44,199,  and  with  a  capacity  of  storing  50,000  volumes.  The 
library  was  moved  into  the  building  in  July  of  that  year.  The  debt  of  the  Company  was  at  this  time, 
for  two  ground  rents,  $21,000 ;  temporary  loans,  $1959.  The  rooms,  which  were  heretofore  open  in  the 
evenings,  were  now  opened  at  3  o’clock  P.  M.  In  1855,  the  debt  having  been  reduced  to  $10,000,  it 
was  resolved  not  to  reduce  it  faster  than  $1000  a  year,  in  order  that  a  greater  number  of  books  might 
be  purchased.  Three  years  later  it  was  reported  that  the  rents  from  the  building  were  all  that  could  be 
spared  from  the  revenue  for  the  purchase  of  reading  matter.  In  i860  the  third  story  of  the  library 
building,  which  had  hitherto  been  rented,  was  devoted  to  library  uses,  and  was  fitted  up  for  a  newspaper 
reading  room  and  chess  room,  and  all  the  newspapers  were  transferred  to  it. 

In  1859  an  estimate  was  presented  for  a  new  building,  to  be  80  feet  by  150  feet  in  dimensions, 
viz.:  Lot,  $25,000;  building,  $100,000.  The  estimated  value  of  the  present  building  was  $60,000  more 
than  the  moitgage  upon  it.  But,  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  the  Board  reported  that  sufficient  money 
could  not  be  raised  for  a  new  building,  and  the  project  was  abandoned  for  the  present. 

The  newspaper  and  periodical  branches  of  the  Library  are  important  and  popular  features  of  the 
institution.  The  first  year  there  was  but  one  periodical  received,  and  in  the  second  year  two  newspapers 
were  placed  on  file.  In  the  third  year,  it  appears  that  these  papers  were  discontinued,  as  they  do  not 
show  in  the  statistics  of  that  year;  but  in  1825  there  appears  a  minute  of  the  Board  to  the  effect  that 
it  was  deemed  proper  to  add  a  few  daily  newspapers  to  the  collection,  and  three  city  papers  and  two 
from  New  York  were  taken.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  newspapers  and  periodicals  was  not  very 
rapid  for  a  long  period.  The  former  fluctuated  from  13  newspapers  in  1830,  down  to  4  in  1836,  while 
the  periodicals  steadily  advanced,  there  being  12  received  in  1833.  From  1836  to  1857  the  newspaper 
column  is  blank,  while  there  are  occasional  entries  of  periodicals  received  during  this  interval,  there  being 
43  on  the  list  in  1847.  In  1858  the  regular  record  of  the  numbers  of  newspapers  and  periodicals  is 
resumed,  there  being  38  of  the  former  and  46  of  the  latter  taken.  A  steady  yearly  increase  is  shown 
from  this  date  in  this  branch  of  literature  up  to  the  past  year,  when  it  appears  that  there  were  363 
newspapers  and  172  periodicals  received.  In  June,  1837,  the  minute  book  records  the  following: 
“  The  Knickerbocker  and  the  Public  Ledger  having  become  popular ,  it  has  been  suggested  that  the 
Library  subscribe  for  them.  (Signed)  J.  Cox,  Librarian.” 

In  1867,  the  Library  Company  purchased  from  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  the  building 
and  lot,  96  feet  by  301  feet  in  dimensions,  now  occupied,  on  Tenth  street,  between  Market  and  Chestnut 
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streets.  It  had  been  erected  for  a  market  house.  On  purchasing  the  property,  $ 26,000  was  paid  in  cash, 
$50,000  remained  as  a  ground  rent,  and  a  mortgage  of  $5 0,000  was  given  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  making  the  total  cost,  $  126,000.  One  and  a  half  years  were  occupied  in  altering  the  building 
and  fitting  it  up  for  library  purposes,  which  was  done  at  a  cost  of  about  $100,000.  The  old  library 
building,  on  Fifth  street,  was  sold  for  $95,000.  In  July,  1869,  the  building  was  occupied  by  the  library. 

Towards  liquidating  the  debt  incurred  over  and  above  the  sum  received  from  the  sile  of  the  old  library, 
there  were  received  from  subscriptions,  donations  and  loans  about  $50,000.  All  moneys  received  from  sale 
of  stock,  and  those  subsequently  saved  from  ordinary  expenses,  were  appropriated  to  the  sinking  fund,  and 
by  these  means  the  debt  had  been  gradually  reduced,  and  now  there  exists  only  a  floating  indebtedness  of 
$3000  against  the  Company.  The  annual  tax  on  shares  of  stock,  which  was  at  first  $1  semi-annually,  was 
in  1863  raised  to  $3  a  year,  and  in  1864  to  $4,  and  at  the  same  time  the  annual  charge  to  subscribers  was 
made  $6. 

The  library  and  reading-room  is  an  apartment  187  feet  by  74  feet,  with  a  high  arched  ceiling,  with 
ventilating  windows  and  skylight.  In  the  west  wall  there  is  a  stained  glass  window,  not  heavy  with  color, 
as  such  windows  usually  are,  but  light  and  brilliant.  The  reading-room,  which  is  in  the  west  end  of  the 
building,  is  67  feet  by  74  feet,  is  divided  by  a  low  partition  into  two  rooms,  one  for  the  female  and  the  other 
for  the  male  visitors.  There  are  tables  and  chairs  in  each  room,  the  latter  numbering  600,  and  at  times  all 
the  seats  in  the  gentlemen’s  apartment  are  occupied.  In  these  rooms  the  periodicals  are  kept.  The  news¬ 
paper  room  is  on  the  second  floor  over  the  main  entrance.  The  papers  are  arranged  on  low  racks,  so  that  a 
subscriber  desiring  to  read  may  seat  himself  comfortably  in  an  ordinary  arm  chair  and  peruse  their  contents 
with  ease.  The  departments  devoted  to  newspapers  and  periodicals  are  believed  to  be  better  supplied  than 
those  of  any  other  library  or  reading  room  in  the  country.  In  an  adjoining  room  are  the  chess  tables,  24  in 
all.  The  greater  number  of  these  tables  are  almost  constantly  occupied  during  the  day.  On  the  first  floor 
there  is  a  waiting  room,  conversation  room,  ladies’  parlor,  directors’  room,  and  lecture  room.  In  1875  a 
gallery  was  added,  which  furnished  space  for  70,000  more  volumes.  Here  the  books  less  called  for  are 
placed,  such  as  classical,  legal,  medical  and  such  books  as  were  heretofore  kept  in  locked  cases. 

In  1870,  in  compliance  with  a  popular  demand,  the  Board  of  Directors  concluded  to  open  the  Library 
to  subscribers  on  Sunday.  For  a  time  the  reading  rooms  were  largely  attended  on  these  days,  but,  of  late 
years,  the  Sunday  visitors  have  gradually  decreased,  until,  during  the  year  1881,  the  average  number  of 
visitors  on  Sundays  was  538,  against  1,027  on  other  days.  The  librarian  states  that  there  is  no  evidence  that 
any  one  has  become  a  subscriber  because  the  Library  was  open  on  Sundays,  or  that  those  who  come  on  those 
days  do  not  come  every  day.  * 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Library  in  1821,  there  have  been  but  four  Presidents  of  the  Company,  as 
follows:  Robert  Wain,  1822  and  1823;  Thomas  P.  Cope,  1823  to  1855  (32  years)  ;  William  E.  Bowen,  from 
1855  to  the  end  of  i860;  T.  Morris  Perot,  from  1861  to  the  present  time.  In  1867  Messrs.  Hodge,  Atwood 
and  Dulles  were  the  only  survivors  of  the  original  Board.  Richard  Wood  is  the  oldest  consecutive  director 
he  having  served  in  the  Board  since  1857.  The  present  Librarian,  Mr.  John  Edmands,  has  acceptably  and 
faithfully  filled  that  position  for  the  past  26  years.  Not  one  of  the  present  officers  or  employes  were 
connected  with  the  Library  when  he  came.  The  duties  of  a  librarian  are  onerous  and  responsible,  and  Mr. 
Edmands’  long  connection  with  the  Library,  and  his  familiarity  with  its  proper  conduct,  added  to  his 
intelligence  on  all  subjects  connected  with  the  purchase,  selection  and  classification  of  the  books,  make  him 
a  valuable  adjunct  of  the  Library. 

Since  the  Library  has  occupied  its  present  location,  for  the  purpose  of  affording  a  ready  means  of  finding 
the  books  desired,  and  to  show  at  once  what  the  Library  contains  on  particular  subjects,  the  librarian  has 
re-classified  it  on  a  new  plan  devised  by  him.  The  books  on  the  different  subjects  are  carefully  divided  into 
several  groups,  which  form  definite  and  easily  recognized  sub-classes;  and  the  books  in  each  sub-class  are 
arranged  in  alphabetical  order  by  the  names  of  the  authors.  The  Department  of  Biography  has  been  treated 
in  a  special  manner,  as  it  does  not  admit  of  any  satbfactory  sub-classification.  The  books  containing  several 
lives  are  placed  in  alphabetical  order  by  their  authors  and  marked  with  the  letter  L.  Those  containing  single 
lives  are  arranged  under  the  names  of  the  subject  of  the  biography  and  marked  La,  Lb,  Lc,  etc.  Thus  all 
the  lives  of  Washington  and  Napoleon  are  placed  together.  In  order  to  find  any  book  under  this  plan  one 
need  not  seek  to  ascertain  its  number,  but  merely  to  consider  in  which  of  the  groups  or  subjects  of  biography 
t  should  be  placed,  and  then  the  name  of  the  author  will  be  a  certain  guide  to  its  position  on  the  shelves. 
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The  books  are  arranged  in  groups,  according  to  the  new  classification  of  the  Library 
lately  made.  In  each  group  the  books  are  arranged  alphabetically  as  they  stand  on  the 
shelves ;  except  that  the  Novels  are  placed  in  one  alphabetical  series  by  their  titles.

EXPLANATION  OF  THE  NEW  SYSTEM  OF  CLASSIFICATION 


INTRODUCED  INTO  THE  MERCANTILE  LIBRARY 

By  JOHN  EDMANDS,  Librarian. 


The  general  idea  of  this  system  is,  First,  the  division  and  arrangement  of  the  books,  in 
such  principal  and  subordinate  classes,  as  will  make  it  most  easy  to  determine  what  works  the 
Library  contains,  on  any  topic,  and  in  what  part  of  the  collection  books  on  any  given  subject 
are  to  be  found  ;  and,  Second,  the  numbering  and  arranging  them  on  the  shelves  in  such  a  way 
that  they  can  be  most  readily  found  without  consulting  a  catalogue,  or  stopping  to  ascertain  the 
shelf  number. 

In  working  out  this  idea  it  was  found  that  all  the  books  in  any  library  of  a  general  character, 
could  be  gathered  into  about  twenty  primary  groups  or  classes,  each  of  which  would  have  a 
certain  completeness,  and  would  embrace  a  kind  of  book  that  was  not  included  in  any  other 
class;. and  also,  that  the  works  in  each  of  these  several  groups  or  classes,  while  having  certain 
characteristics  in  common,  yet  had  peculiarities  which  furnish  ground  for  the  formation  of  sub¬ 
ordinate  classes.  Some  of  these  primary  classes  could  readily  be  divided  into  fifteen  or  more 
secondary  classes,  while  others  required  only  six  or  eight ;  and  it  seemed  altogether  best,  to 
make  such  an  arrangement  of  classes,  and  sub-classes,  as  would  be  at  once  recognized  as 
natural  and  convenient  in  practical  operation. 

In  making  this  distribution  into  classes,  it  was  found  that  about  one  half  of  the  old  divisions 
in  the  Library,  could  be  retained  as  primary  classes  in  the  new  arrangement,  with  more  or  less 
of  transferring  of  individual  books  ;  among  these  classes  are  those  of  History,  Biography, 
Theology,  Fine  Arts  and  Medicine.  In  other  cases,  two  or  more  of  the  old  classes  were  found 
to  embrace  works  that  had  close  affinities  with  each  other,  and  so  they  were  consolidated  to  form 
new  primary  classes;  thus,  the  old  divisions  of  Poetry  and  Drama,  have  been  united  to  form  one 
primary  class,  under  the  compound  name  ;  and  the  three  former  classes,  Natural  Philosophy, 
Astronomy  and  Mathematics,  have  been  united  into  one,  under  the  name  of  Mathematics  and 
Physics.  The  old  classes  of  Commerce  and  Agriculture  has  been  consolidated  with  that  of 
Useful  Arts  ;  and  that  of  Political  Economy  has  been  combined  with  Sociology  and  Law.

The  order  of  these  classes  is  different  from  that  formerly  in  use,  but  is  a  more  natural  one, 
and  will  be  found  more  useful  for  the  purposes  of  study,  and  as  an  aid  in  the  finding  of  books. 

As  will  be  seen,  the  old  method  of  designating  the  classes  by  numerals  has  been  given  up, 
and  letters  are  used  in  place  of  figures;  capitals  being  used  for  the  primary  classes,  and  small 
letters  for  the  subordinate  classes.  The  object  of  this  is  to  make  two  characters  serve  to 
designate  a  large  number  of  classes,  and  especially  to  show  the  relation  of  subordinate  classes 
to  each  other.  All  the  books  in  the  library  having  the  same  class  designation  are  at  once  seen 
to  belong  to  our  primary  class. 

Formerly,  the  books  were  placed  on  the  shelves  at  random,  and  without  any  attempt  at 
alphabetical  arrangement.  Under  the  new  system,  the  books  in  each  sub-class  are  placed  on 
the  shelves  in  strict  alphabetical  order,  by  the  names  of  the  authors ,  excepting  in  Biography*;  or 
if  the  author  is  unknown  they  are  arranged  according  to  the  titles. 

A  scheme  for  numbering  the  books  has  been  adopted,  which  admits  of  an  indefinite  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  each  of  the  divisions  by  the  insertion  of  other  works  in  their  alphabetical  place,  without 
disturbing  the  numerical  order.  This  scheme  consists  in  the  assignment  of  ten  thousand 
numbers  (o  to  9999)  to  each  of  the  subordinate  classes,  and  the  distribution  of  all  the  names  of 
authors  over  this  whole  range  of  numbers.  This  is  done  by  reference  to  a  table  constructed  for 
the  purpose  which  includes  all  possible  combinations  of  letters,  and  is  based  on  a  comparison 
of  the  names  occurring  in  several  of  the  largest  catalogues  A  reference  to  this  table  determines 
the  number  that  should  be  given  to  any  new  book  that  is  added  to  any  of  the  classes.  It  follows, 
of  course,  that  works  by  any  given  author,  have  the  same  number  in  whatever  part  of  the 
Library  they  may  be  found.  This  will  be  found  to  be  an  important  guide  to  the  ready  finding 
of  books. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  treat  the  department  of  Biography  in  a  special  manner,  because, 
here  no  subjective  arrangement  was  practicable,  and  some  subdivision  was  necessary  on  account 
of  the  extent  and  importance  of  this  class.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  put  into  one  group,  all 
Biographical  Dictionaries  and  other  collections  of  lives,  and  into  another  group,  or  series  of 
groups,  all  individual  biographies.  In  the  first  group  the  books  are  arranged  in  alphabetical 
order  by  the  name  of  author  or  editor,  or  by  titles  if  anonymous  ;  and  are  designated  by  the 
single  letter  L.  The  books  forming  the  collection  of  individual  biographies  are  arranged  in 
twenty-six  groups,  according  to  the  names  of  the  subjects  of  the  biographies,  or  the  persons 
whose  lives  are  written.  These  are  designated  by  the  capital  letter  L  and  a  small  letter,  which 
is  the  initial  of  the  person  whose  life  is  written.  Thus,  the  books  in  the  first  of  these  groups  are 
marked  La,  in  the  second,  Lb,  in  the  third,  Lc,  and  so  on  through  the  alphabet.  In  each  of 
these  groups  the  books  are  arranged  on  the  shelves  in  alphabetical  order,  not  by  name  of 
author ,  as  in  other  parts  of  the  Library,  but  by  the  subject  of  the  biography;  thus,  bringing  all 
the  lives  of  any  one  person  together  on  the  same  shelf.  Each  of  the  groups  in  this  department 
is  numbered  independently,  and  on  the  scheme  employed  in  other  parts  of  the  Library. 

The  department  of  Prose  Fiction,  in  our  Library,  is  a  large  one  and  some  subdivision  of  it, 
as  an  aid  to  the  ready  finding  of  particular  books,  is  quite  essential.  As  no  division  by  original 
language,  or  by  subject,  could  be  of  much  practical  advantage  a  treatment  of  it  was  adopted, 
somewhat  similar  to  that  employed  in  the  department  of  Biography.  All  the  Novels  have  been 
arranged  in  twenty-six  groups  ;  those  whose  writers’  names  begin  with  A.,  forming  one  group, 
those  beginning  with  B.  another,  and  those  with  C.  a  third,  and  so  on  through  the  alphabet. 
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These  initial  letters  are  placed  on  the  books  in  connection  with  the  numbers,  and  serve  also  to 
distinguish  the  several  groups.  The  authors  in  each  of  these  groups  are  arranged  in  close  alpha¬ 
betical  order,  and  the  individual  books  of  each  author,  are  placed  in  alphabetical  order  by  their 
titles.  In  this  department  no  letter  or  other  character  is  used  as  a  general  designation  of  the 
class;  the  method  of  numbering,  and  the  form  of  the  label  being  sufficient  to  distinguish  the 
books  from  those  of  any  other  class. 

The  plan  adopted  for  numbering  the  books  in  this  department  differs  from  that  employed  in 
other  parts  of  the  Library,  in  using  two  sets  of  figures.  The  first,  or  upper  number  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  initial  letter,  designates  the  author ,  or  a  group  of  authors  whose  names  are  very 
nearly  alike;  and  the  second,  or  lower  number  designates  the  individual  books  of  each  author 
It  follows  that  all  the  Novels  of  any  author, — and  of  some  others  standing  in  close  proximity 
with  these,- bear  the  same  author-number  in  connection  with  the  common  initial,  while  the 
second  or  lower  number  is  different  for  each  work  under  this  author-number.  Thus,  all  the 
books  written  by  Barker,  Barkley,  Barlee,  and  by  other  persons  whose  names  may  fall  between 
these  have  B.  1 1 8,  as  the  first  or  author-number;  while  the  second  or  lower  numbers  of  all  the 
books  written  by  these  persons  will  range  from  i  to  999.  Each  of  these  twenty-six  groups  of 
Novels  is  numbered  independently,  and  the  numbers  in  no  case  consist  of  more  than  three 
figures  in  each  set.  Wide  spaces  are  left,  as  in  the  other  classes,  so  as  to  allow  the  insertion  o 
other  books  in  their  proper  places,  and  the  perpetuation  indefinitely  of  the  alphabetical  and 
numerical  order  on  the  shelves.
